It  was  a  Good  Sermon. 

And  who  preached  that  good  sermon  ?  The 
Rev.  Mr.  Coe,  a  minister  of  the  “  Christian”  de¬ 
nomination;  he  being  cn  a  visit  from  Norwich, 
Conn.,  to  some  f  riends  in  this  section  of  the  coun¬ 
try,  attended  the  session  of  the  North  Branch  As¬ 
sociation,  and  was  induced  to  join  our  ministering 
brethren  in  preaching  the  gospel  of  our  Saviour. 

In  opening,  he  said  that  he  did  not  enter  the 
desk  to  impose  his  peculiar  sentiments  up<  n  the 
hearers,  but  as  far  as  his  ability  would  allow,  to 
preach  the  gospel,  and  to  this  end  he  selected  the 
words  of  the  apostle  : 

“  For  I  am  not  ashamed  of  the  gospel  of  Christ; 
for  it  is  the  power  of  God  unfo  salvation,  to  every 
one  that  bclicveth.” 

He  did  not  attempt  or  intend  any  labored  dis¬ 
sertation  on  the  subject,  but  after  briefly  noticing 
the  circumstances  under  which  the  language  was 
spoken,  he  indulged  some  excellent  refleetions, 
which  might  well  be  treasured  up  in  the  heart  of 
every  well  wisher  of  Christiansty,  a  synopsis  of 
all  which  would  be  given,  would  it  not  occujty 
more  space  than  is  allotted  to  this  article,  so  only 
the  more  important  will  he  noticed. 

After  naming  some  few  classes  of  whom  the 
speaker  thought  it  might  be  said  that  they  were 
ashamed  of  the  gospel  of  Christ,  he  proceeded  to 
notice  those  in  particular  who  were  given  to  the 
framing  of  creeds,  and  proclaiming  to  the  world 
that  none  were  of  Christ,  or  worthy  of  felloship, 
who  could  not,  or  did  not  subscribe  to  those  creeds. 
It  was  not  enough  for  one  to  say  as  did  one  of 
other  days,  “  I  believe  that  Jesus  Christ  is  the  Son 
of  God.”  No!  he  must  believe  that  he  was  and 
is  the  very  and  eternal  God  ;  a  different  confes¬ 
sion  entirely  from  that  which  gained  membership 
in  the  church  in  the  days  of  the  apostles  of  our 
Lord.  Thus  making  a  different  test,  and  in  fact 
having  a  different  gospel  from  that  proclaimed  by 
our  Master  and  his  early  followers.  And  such  is 
the  direction  of  ail  man  made  creeds:  they  lead 
men  in  a  measure  to  be  ashamed  of  the  simplicity 
of  the  gospel  of  Christ  which  was,  and  is,  the 
power  of  God  unto  salvation  to  every  one  that  be- 
lieveth. 

He  dwelt  most  happily  upon  the  divine  paterni¬ 
ty,  and  the  boundless  love  of  God,  and  very  much 
regretted  that  human  creeds  had  been  preferred 
and  preached  in  preference  to  this  gracious,  glo¬ 
rious,  and  reforming,  Bible  doctrine.  And  the 
mote  was  it  to  be  regretted  because  of  the  delete¬ 
rious  influence  which  creed-preaching  had  upon 
the  minds  of  those  who  heard.  When  he  reflect¬ 
ed  on  these  things,  and  upon  the  light  in  which 
God  had  been,  and  is,  holden  up  to  the  world  ;  as 
a  being  of  vindictive  cruelty  and  burning  revenge, 
he  wondered  not  that  there  was  so  much  infidelity 
in  the  world,  but  did  wonder  that  there  was  no 
more.  He  wondered  that  the  reverence  of  man 
had  continued  so  long,  and  that  any  could  go  to 
the  tabernacle  of  worship  and  devoutly  adore  such 
a  being.  But  he  w'as  happy  in  the  thought  that  a 
change  was  being  wrought  in  the  public  mind, 
and  would  here  take  occasion  to  congratulate 
those  of  our  order  on  the  more  exalted  views  which 
we  possess  of  the  character  of  the  Deity ;  of  his 
power,  wisdom,  justice,  and  benevolence. 

But  the  speaker  said  that  he  had  a  charge  to 
make  against  us,  and  that  was  that  wc  did  not  live 
our  faith.  He  believed  (hat  one  and  the  same 
God  was  the  Father  of  all;  that  nil  were  his  chil¬ 
dren;  that  he  was  a  being  of  perfect  imparti  lity; 
that  he  was  good  unto  all,  and  that  his  lender  mer¬ 
cies  were  overall  his  works;  that  he  was  just, 
righteous,  and  holy,  and  that  we  should  be  imita¬ 
tors  of  Him  as  dear  cliildrcn.  And  the  speaker 
had  but  this  one  charge  to  make,  that  we  did  not 
live  strictly  in  accordance  with  this  faith. 

And  taking  us  as  a  denomination,  is  not  this 
charge  too  just  i  It  will  not  do  for  us  to  compare 
our  lives  with  the  lives  of  those  of  other  denomi¬ 
nations,  and  say  that  we  are  as  good  as  they  are.

Univ.  Precisely  so. 

Par.  But  I  am  sure  I  have  read  it  there— or — or, 
something  very  much  hke  it. 

Univ.  Very  probable  ;  you  may  have  read  something 
that  you  thought  very  much  like  it.  But  the  language 
of  the  Bible  tha*  approximates  the  nearest  to  yours  is 
found  in  John's  Gospel,  viii :  21,  where  Christ  says  to 
the  unbelieving  Jews,  ‘  I  go  my  way,  and  ye  shall  seek 
me,  and  shall  die  in  your  sins  :  whither  I  go  ye  can  not 
come.’  Now  mark,  the  genuine  text  has  no  if,  no  con¬ 
tingency.  There  is  nothing  hypothetical,  nothing  un¬ 
certain  about  it.  It  says  positively, '  ye  shall  die  in  your 
tins’ 

Par.  Well,  if  you  are  correct  in  relation  to  the  pas¬ 
sage,  I  see  not  how  it  can  weaken  my  argument,  or  help 
you  at  all.  It  on  y  makes  ceriain  what  I  thought  con¬ 
tingent,  that  the  Jevrs  can  never  go  to  heaven, 

Univ,  No,  iny  good  sir,  it  by  no  means  proves  that 
the  Jews  can  never  go  to  heaven — That  is  not  in  the 
text. 

Par.  But  it  says,  in  the  language  of  Christ,  ‘  Whi.

Univ.  By  referring  to  John  xiii ;  33,  you  will  find 
Jesus  addressing  bis  own  chosen  disciples  in  ihe  same 
language,  and  referring  esp«cially  to  this  very  text  thus :

Titough  the 
i  Philosopher  and  the  Statesman  must  lie  as  low  ns 
the  less  favored,  yet  the  circumstances  connected 
j  with  the  litec.s  of  tho.se  whose  motto  was  ‘  non  sibi 
sed  patrue,*  {msscss  charms  which  all  can  appre- 
I  ciatc'  and  all  love  to  cherish.  We  read  his  name 
j  on  the  marble  slab— ponder  over  his  virtues,  and 
mourn  his  lo.*s,  as  ef  a  dear  friend.  We  stand 
1  around  his  grave,  and  think  how  many  have  gazed 
[j  with  reverence  upon  that  stone,  and  our  eyes  be- 
como  fixed  upon  it  as  though  it  possessed  an  en¬ 


dearing  charm.  Wc  look  back  on  his  life  and 
deeds,  and  when  we  remember  that  a  nation  wept 
when  Franklin  died,  we  can  not  refrain  from  drop¬ 
ping  a  tear  over  his  last  abode.  No  towering  mon- 
iiment  rears  it.s  head  above  the  clouds  where  the 
first  beams  of  the  rising  sun  will  gild  his  name; 
but  that  name  is  inscribed  in  characters  not  easily 
to  be  erased,  on  every  lil)erly-loving  heart, and  so 
long  a.s  philosopliy  continues  to  be  a  science,  be¬ 
nevolence  a  virtu  *,  and  liberty  the  watch-word  of 
tlie  American  people,  memory  be  cherished,  and 
his  name  be  honored.
